WASHiMfTON. Feb. 2i.— The two bilk 
providing for the liulJing of a world's 
fair were called up in the houN jmber- 
daj by special Mtwr. 

llr. CaudliT, of Massachusptt.-^, tlie 
chairman of the fair cuntmitlLM', an- 
nounced tlmt the committee had agreed 
to allot two houn to tlie repreeentatiTea 
of each city repreaented, for diaotuirfon, 
with two hours for the opposition to pre- 
sent its viewB. and one hour for a j?en- 
end pii'scniatioii of the case. The dis- 
custiiun wau to begin with the general 
presentation, and the reproecnti^Yes of 
the four cities and the opposition were 
to be allowed one hour etch. 

Mr. ( aiidli-r, in beginning hi.s speecli 
on tlie f^eneial feiitures <.>( the project, 
outlined reasouK wliy a fair titiuiild be 
held, ile dcfeiided tiie beet inns in tlie 
Keiieial, bills appruprialiiig money for a 
govern 1 1 K'lit i'.<kiiibit. conieiiding ihiit the 
people should have a chiince to improve 
thenist 1 \ ea l)y a study of tlu' exhibit tliat 
the government of the I nited Statea 
could make. The fair itself would be an 
honor to the United States. The works 
of art ami f)bject8 of curiosity belonging 
to the ;;()v»inment should be given a 
place in the ex^Kmition. The American 
people believed that the United Statea 
government should have an exhibit 
wortliy of (K),000,000 of people. He 
called attention to the project as a com- 
meroi&l proposition, and said that as a 
commercial man he knew that its ben- 
fits to tiie country would be great 
Lookmj; ut the matter from a business 
staiiduoiut. without any sentiment, it 
wa« clear that the fair would briii^; into 
circulation an inmieii.se amount of 
money. The j)n.pc).sition u ii.s of as much 
interest to the soutli, tliat might vot« 
a>;aiust it. a.-< it was to the other sections 
of the CO iniry. Such an institution oh 
the onr prijpiist'ii w oiiM liiiid more 
clobely, lie lielievt'd, tlie nirrth and the 
south. 

Mr. Candler wius gi-eein! with ap- 
plause at i lii' conclusion of liis speech, 
lie reserved the remainder ol his Hpeech. 

Mr. Flower, of New York, opened the 
discussion for the metropolis. He said 
that in 14tt2 Columbus revealed to man- 
kind a new world and awakened from 
the repose of oenturiss a mighty conti- 
nent, where the germ Ot a new civUixa- 
Uoa has quickened to the pulse beat of 
s powerful natlan. It was appropriate, 
theteforo, that the people of the United 
States should celebrate in 1802, the anni- 
TenuuT of this, the greatest maritime 
event in the hlstorr of the world. He 
said he believed tne selection of New 
York as the site for the fair meant the 
greatest possible success in this under- 
taking. Ni u York would as.su mo the 
respotL-iliiliiy to linance the fair and 
make It a success. He dwelt uixjn the 
claii.i that tlie success of the fair <ie- 
peuded upon the participation of for- 
eign nations, and said that t'liicago, St. 
Ix)ui8 and Wjishington could not olfer 
proper facilities U> foreign exhibitors, 
because of their situation. In conclu- 
sion Mr. l<bwler »iid he did not wish to 
dctiaot from any other city. Mr. Fow- 
ler held up a telegram at this moment 
and announced thiat Oovemor Hill had 
signed the New York world's fair bill. 
[Applause]. 

Mr. Moore, of New Hampshb«, said 
thst a neighbtxiy feeling impdled the 
people of New Kngland so support the 
claims of the people of New \ork. On 
the Atlantic coast, he said, had been de- 
veloped the fullest trpe of the flower of 
our civili7.ation, and there w;ls no place 
so littiuj{ for the diaplav uf tliat llowor 
OS tlie city of New ork. 

Mr. aivert, of New York, claimed 
that in none of the competing cities ex- 
cept -New YorK could be seeii the na\ ies 
of tile world. He tiioiif^ht tlie greatness 
of thi-. coiiiiiry could b'.; viewed better 
nowhere else. 

Mr. Cumminj,^, of New York, said 
that the fair slionld be held in a city 
COmmeiLswiate with the greatness of the 
imderUiking. The sele< tion of a site 
was a vital jioint. The fair would not 
be a world .s fair if it was not held at the 
commercial center of the continent. He 
advanced many arguments as to the 
accessii.ility of 'New York to all classes. 
His Bpet>ech created much enthusiasm. 

Mr. Tracy, of New York, said that 
New York asked only a charter and not 
a dolUr. Ue dwelt on the fact that 
Now York was more easily accessible to 
foreign visitors than was any other site. 

Mr. Quinn. of New York, spoke at 
length of the beauties of New York hor* 
bor and tln' Hudbon river. 

A'r. Slicriii.iii, of New York s.nd th.tt 
he llioiiKliI iliiit New York w a.s ih»' best 
site, but wli( rcver the lair w.i.s hi ld it 
would lie tin grandest fair in liistory. 

Mr. Mc.Xdoo siiid tiiat he was proiul of 
bt. Loui- and ( hicagu, but no erp isition 
woulil lie a success unless it was ai ccs- 
siblt'toliie iiia-.ses as it would be ut 
New Vori;. Tlie work of genius and art 
wen iicr tliun those of agriculture. 
The in .,.1. of the United States should 
be euucitt d by something more than on 
exhibition of niaterial thingi. 

Mr. Uitt, of Illinois, spoke in favor ot 
Chicago. Ue said that .Chicago was 
near the center of the United States. It 
was accessitile to the mining regions of 
Pennsylvania, and tlwnwat agriculturHl 
belts of the west. MB tQSnoge was 
second in size among 4l<*i|l<:in cities. 
He said that IT the fair was KeTd in New 
York, foreiffnem would i^top at tlic gate 
of the republic and turn back. If it was 
held in the west, ihey would go on 
and see the grand opulence of tlie inter- 
ior. Tba site at CUWB» was reodj. It 



w<.uld leave a gnyit hole in the treasury 
after New \ork had finished bla.sting 
away r<xks for a site there. He held 
that a very small proi>ortioii of the at- 
tendance at the fair would be that of 
foieigiiers. In conclusion, he said that 
if Uit> fair was held at Chicagn it would 
be a ihtiihdrable and magnificent su6> 
cess. 

Mr. Adams, of Illinois, said that the 
people of t hicRgo had a habit of suc- 
ceeding in whatever they undoto^. In 
England and in France the customs and 
traditions of 000 yean concentrated po- 
litiuol and intellectual life at the head 
dty of the nation; with us it was dif- 
fused throughout the union. The farm- 
ers of the United States rather than the 
mridents of great cities held in their 
bands the do^ttinies of the republic. Mr. 
Adams epol e of the cosmoiiolitan char- 
acter of the population of Chicago. He 
referred to the guarantee fund already 
raised, and saiil that almost every state 
in (lie union was rejiresented on the sidi- 
scrintion list. No money would be 
neeacMl for the site, and none of the 
money expended on the fair would go 
toward the permanent imprOTem«lt of 
the Chicago park svstem. 

Mr. Mc(Jreary, of Kentucky, argued in 
favor of Chicago: saying the three great- 
est National celebrations ever held in 
this country, hod been held in the east, 
and it was now the turn of the west. 

Messrs. Cutcheon of Michigan, Taylor 
of Illinois, Perkins of Kansas, Chipmauz 
of Uiohlnnj spoke in favor of Chicago. 

Mr. Neidringhaus, of Missouri, spoke 
for 8t. fx)uis, and Mr. Stone, of Mis- 
souri, enlarged upon the advantages of 
the geographical position of .St. Louis. 
Mr. Hreckinridge, of .Vikansas, Mr. 
Dockery. of Missouri and Mr. Oaruth, of 
Kentucky, favored St. l.ouis. 

Mr. McComas. of Maryland, favored 
an exposition, but whcrevt-r it w.us held 
it should be held in \S'a.shiii^;ton, in the 
distrit't beariii,' the namn of the discov- 
erer of the coiitiiieni - in the I listrict of 
Columbia and .it the .National capital. 
He invoke. 1 the nieiabefs to seel; somt> 
higher niotivf and broader giound than 
locality, lie appealed to the friend of 
Chicago. New York and St. Louis to 
come t<igetlier in peace here, a NaUonal 
ground. There would be no trouble 
about accommodatioas. Every other 
house would be open to ^isiton, and 
Baltimore was within fcixy minutes' 
traToL 

Mr. Lee, of Virginia, held that Wash- 
ington was not only the proper but the 
only place, where the fair should be 
held. If it was to be National: if we 
were to invite the governments of for- 
eign nattoDs, Washington was the proper 
site. 

Mr. Doleman, of Ixiuisiana, ar-^ued in 
favor of the selection of W'ashiiiKlon. 

Messrs. Compton and .Stockhr idge, 
Maryland, urged Washington the inecca 
of American life, where there was no 

E artisan spirit, as the proper jilaco to 
old the ex|M)sition. 
At 0:50 p. m. the house adjourned. 

Senate HrucedInK*. 

Washinoton, Feb. 21 —The senate after 
a breezy debate yesterday, agreed to tne 
resolution calling for iuforiuation regard- 
mg the killing of Deputy Marshal Satm- 
ders in F'iurida. 

The educational bill was again under 
consideration. 

The resolution of Mr. Chandler. oaUing 
on the attorney general tor information 
as to the the assassination at (^uincy, 
Fla , of W. B. Saunders, deputy UniUvl 
States marshal, was tak. n up, and Mr. 
Pasco resumed his rem irks in regard to 
it. 

He sent to the clerk's desk and had 
read various documents, newspaper ar- 
ticles and priK'ecJings of nublic meetings 
denunciatory of tlie conduct and char- 
acter of the I nited Slates court and its 
oflicers in the northern district of Flor- 
ida. These representations, he said, 
might tend to throw some light on the 
causes leading up to the sad affair at 
Quinc v. If the killing of Saunders was 
a result of the facts and circumstances 
declared in the papers read, then the 
•enate ought to nave all the causes 
which led up to it. The great trouble ia 
the case was that the principal law- 
bttaken were the offlcm of the court 

bi conclusion, he offered an amend- 
ment directing the attorney general to 
inform the senate also whether any elTorts 
have been made by the de{)artment of 
justice to correct the action of the olH- 
cers of the court which has resulted in 
partisan ;iiiie-, made up mainly from 
one politii ,d naity, and if so to lepcjrt 
the sanii* to tlx- senate.

WashinotOIT. Feb. 21.— Mr. Sawyer 
has introduced to the senate a bill to 
amend the law in relation to lotteries. 
The law as ainendp<l is to provide a fine 
of $100 to Jv"), 000 and imprisonment for 
not less than six months, for the olfen.se 
of m.-ulitiLT a lett«r to a lotterv company 
or rei'eiving a letter address ■(( to such a 
company. Tiie act of a mailing is to be 
continuous from the place of niadiug to 
the place of delivery, and all United 
States courts in thJ' districts through 
wliich it piwses, or w hore It originates, 
or is delivered, are to have jurisdiction. 

The i>ostmaster general has the power 
to stop all registered letters coming to 
lottery compjuues or their agents cr rsp- 
resentativcM, whether the agent or- rep- 
resentative is acting as an uidividual or 
firm, a bank, corporation or association 
of any kind: and these letters he is to 
return to the mailing office stamped 
"Fraudulent." The public advertise- 
ment naming the agrat is to be snlDcient 
evidence of his identity, unless he shall 
have denied that advertiseuient pub- 
licly. The postma.sti>r general may also 
refuse to pay money orders to the k>fe> 
tery company or its agents.

Carnegie's mammoth steel works at this 
place. The party returned to the city at 
1 (/clock.

The 
iiresidcnt occupied a position ou the first 
landing of the stairway. 

At 7 I'M o'clock in the evening Andrew 
Carnegie, accompanied by President

streets, Allegheny City. The spacious 
music hall was filled to overflowing 
when the distinguished party entered 
the building. They were greeted with 
thunders of applause. "The National 
hvmn "America'' was rendered by the 
Mozart society, and tlie audience, ac- 
corujianied by the Carnegie organ, liight 
Itev. ( oi-fLi'iidt Whitehead lead in 
I'rayer. 'I he hymn, "The Heavens are 
Telling," was sung by th(> Mozarts, and 
Andrew Ciiriiegie w;is presented to the 
audience.

Ike flzamiaiog trial of 'Ooa Sallivan 
Md 8aai«^ 0. Salllvan, hli eea, for kill* 
lag Thomas A. Broshearp, at Brosheara' 
wuehowik last Taesday moroiog, com* 
BODoed yeelerday af tomoea of t o^eloek 
before Jadse Ooodh. 

The coart room was paclced by a crowd 
from the efty and ■arroanding eonotry, 
all eager to learn further particularn 
of the deplorable tragedy. Oounty At- 
torney Newell and Mr. George R. Oill 
appeared for the St ite. The defendants 
were represented by Messrs. A. A. Wads- 
worth and W. H. Wadsworth, Jr. Ollie 
Oriffith was the first witness called. He 
■poke in aabstance as follows : 

My fall name is Oliver B. OrifBth. I 
live at LoL'au's Gap. Have known Thos. 
A. Brosbears all my life. Was asaistinit 
him to roll some tobacco oat of bis wsrc- 
hoase in Obnrleston Bottom on the morn- 
ing In quest ion. George Vertner (col- 
ored) was helpiu;; us. We had rolled 
out several ho^shfiails, when fl;e defend- 
ants arrived. Thia was about 8:30 o'clock. 
Mr. Brosbears was not helping us roll the 
hogsheads, but had a book and pencil 
and was checking off their numbers. 
When defendautH arrived 'Gus Sullivan 
had a cane or stick in bis hand. Th^y 
stood arouml on the ontsiiii' for 
some time aud would say a few words to 
OS u we came out with a hogshead. As 
we were Koing out the door with last 
hogshead I heard 6ullivan say : " Tom, 
what about that tobacco ?" Y ertner and 
I then went on with the ho<?8head. The 
last I beard was "eleven" or "eleven 
eeali*' from 3roahear8. When we 
started away with tlie hogshead, Sam 
Sullivan was on the left side of the door 
three or foar feet back in the house. 'Oas 

SollWan was near the t(^(l:\l•(•o screw on 
•art aide of the room several feet back 
•ad ten or fifteen fe«t from the door. 
Bfoehears was eight or ten feet distant 
from 'Gus and farther back in the room. 
Thia was their^ position when I last saw 
them as we started away from the 
door with the hogshead. Brosbears bad 
hla book and poneil. We rolled the hoge- 
bead xbout thirteen steps. Just as we 
■topped I bead eometbing like a jnror 
fell in the hoaoe. I walked honriedly to 
the door, and as I reached it saw Bro- 
■hears lying on his back aboat the center 
of the bnllding. 8sm SolllTan was going 
at him with a ehovel in hand and was 
bending and drawing back to strike. I 
ran to them and joat as he was on the 
point of striking Brosbears \ urahbed 
him by the arm and threw him back. 
(Wttneei identified the iborel). 'One 
Sallivan was near Brosbears' body, stoop- 
ing or bending orer it when I first 
r*eeh«d the door. When I threw his 
■on back, he rolled or pulled the body, 
■ayini^ "Where's my knife, Sam ! 
where*! my knife 1" twioe or three times. 
I didn't see any knife. 'Gas had a stick 
in his hand. Tom was lying about the 
oenter of the room, ten or fifteen feet 
back and a little west from where 
he was standing when Vertner and 
I left the door with the hogeboad. 
It was about thirteen steps from the door 
to where his body was lying. He was on 
his hack, with hie feet nearest tbe floor. 
I went to him and mlsed his head, after 
pilling; Sam away. Sam said: "Come 
on, pa ! come on ! Let's get away from 
here." They left soon after, Sam going 
first. I didn't see any blows struck. I 
(' in't say just bow long I wus out of sight 
of them when we were rolling the hoge* 
head away. It was not more thoa two 
minutes. 

George Vertner, colored, was sworn 
and said lie knovv Brosbears well and was 
also well acquainted with the Sullivans. 
Wmi working for BroehearaTaeeday morn- 
ing. Went there Monday morninj?, 
and he told me to come next day. He 
told me he was not well, that he was suf- 
fering from " misery in his hips." He 
dropped hia pencil Tuesday moroiag and 
tried toatoop over end get It, hot oonldn't. 
I laughed at him, and he asked me to 
oome and get it. I picked it up for bim. 
Mr. BroBheara waa not doing any of the 
work. He had a book and [>encll and 
would point out the hogsheads, and mark 
'em down. When the SulUvana first 
came there Wlieome talk about some to 
baooo' It wu white folks buaiaess and I 
•didn't pay mneh attentioa to it Ae we 
rolled the last hogaheadoOtTom said: "I 
hear you told tbe boya I kept you from 
getting 11 eents for that tobaeoo. If you 
said that, you told a d— a lie." Gus ran 
his hands in his pocket and said : " Don't 
-osll me that too mnob, Tom," end step* 
ped in the door. Griffith and I went 00 
with the hogshead. As we got out to 
where It wssleft, we heard a fall or jar in 
the hooft, and Morltd book. QHMth 



went fa-tcr bill I, iiii'l i!<y 'oilu' door 
first. When 1 came in sitihi hti mhs about 
fmllint Sollivtii away from Br> 
shcaiB. Tom whs lyinK fl it nn bis back, 
bis feet nearest the door. Gun Knllivan 
was on hie right side (i^ast side) and was 
k'nd of crruK hing over him. (\Vitnffl!> 
showed the po^it^on). I ran to Gus, and 
took hold ot his arm and palled dim 
•way* He said t ** I gnmhe'H got enough 
this Umc*' 8am sold, ' come on Pdl 



Ut*s go." Qm replied •«D-d>lf Ido 
m I let my kalfe." I dlda*t ste the 
kolle. 

Dra Browataf end *Hrodo weie sworn 
and teSilfisd about the nature of the 
wounds. There wereahraaionaol tbaskin 
over the right eye, end ehrssiooeon left 

side of the head, and skut! was badly 
frsctured. The left side of the skull at 
the front was crashed Into frairmerts 

"like crashed ice." They also testified 
as to character of wounda and hlowa in- 
flieted by a shovel, or stiek, or osoe. 

Silas N. Robinson, said : "I heard of 
tbe difficulty, and arrived there soon 
atterwsrds. "Tom was lying j ust thirteen 

steps from the door, near tbe center of 
the room. His brotber Robert picked up 
his book and pencil in my presence. The 

book WHS a few feet (two or three) east 
of the hodv, and tbe pencil was near the 
body. Tom and Gns had sometronble in 
.Mayfiville last spring, but I don't know 
much about it. Tbey had been in each 
other's company since then. Sullivan 
h.id raised a crop of lobiccoon Brosbears' 
land, and T ):4i hud Rbipped if. I think 
Broashears was the beHt friend Sullivan 
had, and about the only one he bad in 
tlie Botto'O. Hclpel wash and undress 
Tom. There was a fresh cut on his left 
arm, above the elbow. 

The Oommonwealtb offered in evidence 
the wamns and ahirt Brosheara had on 
when killed. Each had a hole In the 
left arm, abov*' the elbow. 

James Teeples testified that he helped 
undress and wash Brosheara' body. Saw 
a fresh cut on his left arm, above the 
elbow if he was not mistaken. It was 
not very long— more like a stab. 

The defense introduced 'Gus Sulliv.in. 
The following is a summary of bis testi- 
mony as taken down by Mr. Frank 
O'Donnell, who was afipointed by the 
court. Sullivan was sworn and said : 

Am the father of Sam. Knew Tom 

Rrosliears. Live about 1} or 2 tuile.s 
above bIm. Monday received a message 
from Brosbears— delivered by Mr. Mo- 
ran. He said he w;i8 xf^'UiJ t ) Cincinnati 
Tuesday to see about tobacco— to come 
down and see him. Went down Tuesday 
morning between S and 9 Sam went 
with me. Sdo^ will be 21 tbe 17tb of 
Msroh. Walked down railroad. Noth- 
ing took place between us. Sam took 
up a atick to walk with on rails of the 
railroad. When we got to warebonse he 
threw it down or set it down. When we 
got there we weot in and spoke to men. 
Tom hod a book and pencil and helped 
to torn them (hogsheads) around. Saw 
be waa bnsy. Tom said : ** I wanted to 
see you." I said: "Sol was told." I said : 
"Tom, try and get 10 cents ; if you don't, 
I won't get out of debt." I said: "Tom, 
sell it all." I got out of way to let them 
pass with hogshead. Tom said : " 'Gua, 
the boys say that you said that I was 
offered 11 cents for tbe tobacco and re- 
fused it. If yea say I refused it you are 
a g — d d — n s — n of a b — h." I said • 
"Tom, I dou't like that. Come out of 
your hoase." He struck me with a stick 
and knocked me down. Ham then hit 
him with shovel and may be bit him 
twioe. Samssid: "Let's go— will be 
killed." Did not go there to get in 
trouble. Best of friunda always. Never 
hsd • word with bIm. I don't reoollect 
whether I hit him or not. If 1 did it 
was aftef he waa bit with a shovel. Sam 
was stmok on tbe arm before be said 
anything. Sam then threw up the 
shovel to ward off. I rushed in. He 
struck me aod knocked me down. 8am 
then stracfc him on the forehead with 
shovel. 

Sam Sullivan— Knew Brosbears all my 
life. Tuesday morning I went down with 
pa to the warehouse. Walked down the 
railroad track. Picked np a stick on rail- 
road and carried stick down. When got 
there pitched it up in corner. I said : 
"Mr. Brosbears, is that water good to 
drink?" Ho said yes, Ac. We went 
there to see about selling tobacco. I 
went down to see aboat land. ▲boat,an 
hour before the trouble. I got a drink. 
Pa waa leaning against tobacco hogsbsad 
when I got bsek. After Istmok Mr. Bro- 
shesrs first blow, struck him on left bead 
—I can't say where I struck bim. I was 
soared. He struck my father first I 
knocked him down. Fuss must have 
taken place ia a minute— two or three 
mlantss at longest. 

Such was the defendants, evdence as 
taken by Mr. O'Donnell. Only a short 
hand reporter conld have gotten all their 
statements. On the cross examination 
by Mr. Newell, the defendents were con- 
fused at timsa and msds many contra- 
dictory statements. In sabstauce Gua 
Sullivan swore that Brosbears was just 
insldsdoor on right side, that 8sm was 
Jast inside tbe door at left side, and that 
be himself was standing ontsids when 
tbe words passed ebont the tobeooo; that 
Tom irabbed the eoae and ttniek tt 



Hnm and was chasing S;\m ;\b mt fb<> rootn 
wlien iie(Gu>')inierfered and watt knocked 
down by Broebearp, sod that then S«m 
i-truik Brofibears, knocking bim down. 
Tbe «>lder Sullivan alsuswore that Oriffith 
and Vertner were at tbe door when the 
fi/bt oommeaosdand ** most have ssen 
it all."'

The weat!ier \v;us l'avoral)li3 to the op- 
ponents of So<'ialism. Previous experi- 
ence shows tlkut tlie Socialists disregard 
the elomenw. hut tlie pleasant ilav 
brought out the other vote. The Social- 
ists had furtx-d tlie closing wherever pos- 
•ible ot all workshops and factories. 
Tli«re was tremendous voting in the 
aftefiioan. 

One great point in the vote in Berlin 
WW tm complete absence of the anti- 
Sraiitic faction, who abstained from 
foting because the candidates did not 
meet the a^tproTal of the Cartel electoral 
oommittee. Disorder was thus averted. 

The indications are that the Deut.sclie 
Freisinnige party may w>cure at l)est two 
seats in Uerliii, and it is unlil;ely that 
this party will lose all others thnm^^hout 
the country. The ^real fa^ t of the elec- 
tion Ls the enormous and unexpected 
increase in tin- S<H-ialist vote. Tins parly 
has manif(^sted strenxlh in places where 
it was unknown before, and the other 
parties will have to make a Urm combi- 
nation against it to stem the tide on Uie 
supplementary elections. In the vote in 
B^lin alone these changes are shown: 
The Socialist vote is increased 20,000, 
tlM Pnetsche Freisinnige 8,000, and the 
Conservatives have lost 84.000. 

When Prince Bismarok entered the 
polling place everybodv present arose 
from their seats except one Socialist. 
The chancellor said: "xliis is probably 
the last time I shall ever vote." The 
chairman expr(>88ed the hope that he 
miglit enjoy his strength for many years. 
Bismarck saiil: "Wliy, I am 75; at my 
age five vears is a very long time." 

l.iehkiieciit polled 80, -JW.J vot 's. Hichfer 
is elected for Hagen. The So< ialists 
were successl ul at Klierfeld, Haruien and 
Frankfort, and have good jirospecbi for 
success in tiie second elections at 
Staat<'n, Hreslau and Hrenieii. 

A gi'eat sensation was created at 1 
o'clocK in the afternoon by the sudden 
receipt of an order from the emp«'ror for 
all the troops comprising the garrison of 
the city to march to Kreuseburg forth- 
with. The order wai inatantly complied 
with. Tlie l eopl* were almost paaic- 
strioken until it waa annomioed that the 
maneuver waa simply one of the mili- 
tary Bururiaea inaugurated bv the emper- 
or to lest the eflBoiency of the garrison 
to repel a sudden attack by an enemy.
